W me lone hunting for the exerciſe of their owne bo- 

dics, ſome for the chaſe they hunt, ſome for the run- 
ning of the hounds, and ſome for the training of their 
horſes, whereby they may find the excellency of their 
goodnefſe and indurance : to him therefore which pla- | 
ecth his delight in the goodnefle of his hotſe , I would 
wiſh him thus to order and diet him, and he ſhall moſt 
aſſureely come to the true knowledge of the beſt worth 
which is within him ; andif in theſe rules which I now 
ſhew,I be lefſe curious then formerly I haue bene, let no 
man wonder thereat, but know that T;me ( which is the 
mother of experience )doth in our labouts ſhew vs more 

; hew and more necrer wayesto our ends, thenat the firſt 
we conceived: And though when 1 firſt practiced rhis

Now for the blaine on 
the tongue, of ſome called the tin-blaine , it is a bliſter 
which groweth at the rootcs of the tongue , and com- 
meth through hear of rhe ſtomacke and much chafing, 
and is oft very mortall , for it will rife ſ ſuddenly and 
ſo big, that it will ſtop the winde of the Beaſt. The cure TheCure. 
is, to thruſt your hand into the mouth of the Beaſt, and 
drawing out bis tongue, with your naile to breake the 
bliſter,and then to waſh the ſore place with ſtrong brine, 
or Sage, Salt, and Wxer :if you find more bliſters then 
one,breake them all, and waththem, and it is a preſent 
cure.
